The reason of the fact is less easy to 
determine. Take our present legislature, 
for instance. Every bill that has money in

But no 
matter how 
impor- 


tant or useful a measure may bo that 
it is not backed by a mountain of green- 
backs.it has no chance of success in that 
body. It is generally understood that three- 
quarters of tho members nrcou tho "make." 


Threo-quarters of our Congressmen have 


no national reputation. 
Their speeches, 


when they venture to speak, and their acts 
show a marvellous degree of unfitncss for 
tho position they are in. Their honesty is 
distrusted. 
Their morals aro an unknown 


quantity. 
And yet the districts and states 


they misrepresent contain move men of 
intellectual ability, learning, and integrity 
of character than over before. 


Ambitious aud designing men of small 


calibre but great cunning have obtained 
possession of tho old party machinery-. 
They manipulate the caucuses. 
They make 


up the state. They pull tho wires. 
They 


fill tho land with tho click of party manage- 
mont. aud it is their agents and representa- 
tives that tho people are obliged to elect. 
It is tins fact which has disgusted so many 
of the best citizens with politics aud led 
hundreds to neglect their political duties, if 
not to despair of republican institutions.

TOE LAW OF LIBEL. 


Some very queer cases have grown out of 


libel suits, and wo would not advise any 0110 


Lo outer sudi nffairn without a very good 
reason. But being in, without being able 


Lo withdraw, a few points may not bo with- 
out value. 
They aro especially valuable 


tt'i referring to matters which should not be 
entered upon if it is possible to keep out of 
tho \\ny of them. There were some points 
which were mndo in recent decisions in 
Fhilauelphia that are worth a glance. 
For 


it is always better to avoid a difficulty than 
to get into it and then fight. 


Judge Finlettcr, of the Philadelphia court, 


in the case of the chief of police of that city 
rs. Joseph K. JReed. a rejiortor for the Sun- 
day Times, chnrga libel, thus affirms tho 
points of the libel law as enunciated by 
Judge Dean in the Cambria county court, 
some mouths Ego :—• 


If the jury find that the alleged libelous 


matter admits naturally of two constructions, 
one of a libelous character and the other not, 
they aro bound in law to put upon it that 
construction which is not libelous, and to 
acquit the defendant. 


Even if the allegations in the article wore 


false, if no malicious intent existed there 
was no libel. 


Even if the article is libelous, if no 


malicious intent existed, tho 
defendant 


would not bo guilty under the law. 


Subject of the article being proper matter 


for public 
information, it 
was 
HO far 


privileged that malice is not to; be presumed 
from 
mere 
fact of 
publication, as in 


other libels, but tho question of malice 
must bo 
decided 
by 
the jury 
from 


the character of tho alleged libelous article. 
tho circumstances attending its publication, 
aud any other evidence in tho caso tending 
to explain tho intent. 


Tho rule of law as to the presumption of 


malice from the publication of a libelous ar- 
ticle has been proved, unaccompanied by 
any evidence which explains the intent, the 
law presumes from tho libelous character of 
tho article that it was published maliciously 
but where there aro attending circumstances 
calculated to explain tho intent, tho ques- 
tion of malice is for tho jury. 


AH tho person referred to in tho article 


complained of in tho indictment was A per- 
son in official position, nny 
information 


concerning his oflicial conduct was proper 
for public informfition. 
If it was for tho 


purpose of the defendant, acting an ft news- 
paper reporter, to givo the public such in- 
formation, tho occasion of tho publication 
was lawful, and Ihe defendant may justify 
or excusn it, 


Tho occasion being lawful, if tho defend- 


ant proceeded with n good motive upon 
probable grounds, upon reasons which were 
apparently good, and upon tho supposition 
that tho statements miulo to him under oath 
by Linn, and embodied iu tho article coin- 
gained of, wcro true, his action was cxcnsn- 
:>iu, and ho is not guilty of publishing a 
malicious libel.

as ft perpetuation of the old Jewish passover 
--the same which our Itord hiniBelf partook 
of just before his passion. In remembrance 
ol this the Urcek clmrch nUH celebrates tho 
flnmo.day viz.: I h o l l l b d a y of Abib, the 
first Jewish month.

as a typo of " Jesus the Inmb of God slain 
from tho foundation of tho world."

oldeu days, however, of both Eastern and 
Western churches, at iho feastg; celebrated 
on this holiday they were eiu'eful to sorvo up 
a " gammon " of bacon lo prove their abhor- 
rence of Judaism proper. 
Not tho least 


causo for tho pervading hilarity nt Easter iw 
the circumstance that it celebrates the break- 
ing up of Lent, and tho prcvimis fasting 
heightens the enjoyment of ft feast. 


tSoino Hinguhu; superstitions attach lo thi^ 


season, among which the most notable is the 
notion that tho nun dances upon Easter 
morn. 
Wo are told that in parts of England 


aud Ireland this ideft is not confined to tlio 
lower classes, but that individuals of highly 
respectable fnmilies have been heard to as- 
sert that they Imd actually witnessed Ihe 
phenomenon.. Quocrly enough tho negroes 
at tho South also arise before dawn OL 
Easter dfiy to witness tho samo spectacle anci 
as they affirm, with the like satisfactory 
suits. 


Some of tho old-fashioned methods 
oi 


celebrating Easter, we oro not sorry to say, 
have been discontinued. In somo parts ol 
Old England tlio women used to beat their 
husbands Easter Tuesday and tho following 
day the husbands returned tho complimcal 
—with interest wo may imagine—in good 
nature lot us hope. 


But of all Easter observance, that of circu 


Inting Easter eggs is tho most ancient, ivide- 
fipreatl,- nnd wo may add. prettiest. 
LI is nn 


nucioiit^uGage. In Egypt eggs were regarded 
as ft sacred emblem of tho ropeopling of the 
earth after tlio deluge. Tho Jews adopted 
tho idea from thorn, nnd ato eggs with (ho 
Fassovor ns significant of a bright fnturn to 
be evolved from present gloom; as con- 
taining the elements of coming life the 
Christian also sees iu thorn an emblem of the 
Resurrection. 


Wo presume not to say that tho many who 


gladly kcop up tho custom of coloring nncl 
sporting with eggs at Easter trouble them- 
selves gravely with any reason why. Yet 
when ouo does think, it lends a peculiar in- 
terest to an observance to know that it has 
been kept for ages, ns far north ns Kussin. 
as far cast as Persia, and as far west 
Spain nnd England. In Kussin tho men 
Kpoud Easter day in visiting, just as is done 
on Now Year's day with us, and their mode 
of salutation is both striking nnd unique. / 
gentleman, upon entering the room, holds 
out his hand and presents his friend with n 
colored, egg, remarking ns he doesso, "Jesus 
Christ is risen." Tho friend responds, tllt 
is so of n truth," proftentiug an egg in his 
turn; thoy then embrace and the ceremony 
i;t over, to be repeated at tho house of tho 
next ncqunmfanco. It is nlso tho custom in 
Ilussia for every nmn mul woman fo bring 
nn offering of ft colored ogg to the parish 
priest, upon Enator day, thu color chosen 
being red to remind him of tho blond of 
Christ. 
Even at court Iho nobility anil 


gentry arc accustomed to kiss Iho hand of 
the patriarch upon tho anniversary of this 
holiday, and receive from, him, according to 
their rank, tho gift of one, two, or three red 
and gilded eggs. 


In Greece, also, this maimer of celebra- 


ting Enstor is interesting. 
On Saturday 


evening they bring into church ft small bier, 
on which is laid n \vootlou representation of 
thn crucified Saviour, fairly buried in a pro- 
fusion of citron and orange buds, jessamines, 
other beautiful flowers and boughs of ever 
green. 
Then, nt daybreak on tlio following 


great day of the foast au immense bonfire id 
lighted, aud all are expected to join in songs 
and shouts of rejoicing in honor of tho 
Resurrection. During the day Colored egg;; 
nnd Enster cakes aro exchnivrod between 
friends and acquaintances. 


In Spain, too, there is much nJo over t 


holiday, aud among the villagers ft youth 
annually crowned Easter-King with tinsel 
diaclem, and a kitchen spit for his sceptre. 
It is related charactoristicftlly of tho Emperor 
Charles V, that ns ho was passing through a 
village, one of theee transient possessors of 
royalty had tho audacity to request tho em- 
peror to do homage by taking off his hat 
las' mock majesty. 
Charles pleasantly 


plied : il My good friend, I wish you joy of 
your new office; 
you will find it a very 


troublesome ono, I assure you." 


It may be curious to note that iu the time 


of Edward the First of England, it was n reg- 
ular institution to have Enster eggs boiled, 
dyed, gilded, nnd distributed to the members 
of tlio royal household, as is shown hy the 
following entry, mndo upon (lie roll of nc- 
counl.s for Enster Sunday, now in possession 
of tho Society of Antiquaries: ''Tour hun- 
dred and n half of eggs, eighteen pom-e." 


Hy tho same society lias also been lire- 


served nn account of another singular East- 
ern diversion having found its wny into the 
royal palace. It is related that on Easter 
Monday Hie bod-chamber of King Edwnrd 
Longs-hanks was invaded by the maids of 
honor mid ladics-m-wniting, for the purpose 
of 
;'lieftving" or "lifting" hirf majesty: RH 


vf as commonly practised at that time through- 
out the realm. 


A chniruKcdto bo richly decorated with 


ribbons and flowers, nnd on Knster Ivfoivifty 
the women proceeded from housd to iiuiujs-, 
"lifting''every man they could Iny hands 
upon, whilo tho next diu, tho men would do 
tho saino lo the women. 


Strange ns it may seem, this viulo custom 


was supposed to have been originally typical 
of (ho rising of our Saviour. 


1 havo by no means exhausted the mi^- 


gory of sports, merry-making, nnd religions 
observances peculiar to llii.-i son-son : but 
not being a professed antiquary myself, or 
expecting lo address such, forbpnr to go 
into further detail. 


Wo shall havo said enough if, by bringing 


to mind tho social enjoyments which for so 
ninny ages, among KO ninny people, Imvo 
marked tho coming of Easter,we iuclino'any 
lo bring to its observance a more kindly re- 
gard for his neighbor, n deeper rtivnronuo 
fur Him in whoso honor tho festival is held.

of this most delicious vegetable. There is 
no crop more sure, find no vegetable more 
palatable nt the wamu Kcnfioii of the 
yew. 


Once planted, it continues to yield freely 
for many years, nnd if well cared for, will 
produce largo mid fine stalks. There in said 
to bo Bcveral varieties; wo thing that the 
Boil and treatment miikcs tho 
difference 


rather than the varielj. 
Formerly, tho one 


or two yeuv old roots were set quite deeply, 
say ouo foot deep in tho trenches; but with- 
in a few years tho practice has somewhat 
changed, as it cannot bo had BO early by 
deep planting. 
Wo should not advise plant- 


ing it more than four or six inches deep, 
preferring on many soils four inches. 
The 


young plants should not bo covered more 
than two inches dtcp when set, or they will 
be likely to decay. The earth can be drawn 
in gradually during the summer. The rows 
may bo three and a half or four feet apart, 
and tho plants in the row about a foot apart. 
Latterly some of the gardens have adopted 


u tho plan of planting in stools some two feet 


apart, and treating these stools as a stool or 
hill of rhubarb. Wo doubt not larger stalks 
can be raised in this way than tho old 
method. 
Halt may bo used to advantage on 


the beds. Wo have seen salt applied so free- 
ly us to cause the soil to turn red, »nd to 
prevent nil \veeds from growing, and

This exposure shoul.l tench people the folly 
ot buying well known brands of wine for 
much less than the ruling price. Thackeray 
nsed to say that a man might as well talk of 
getting sovereigns for leu shillings as to say 
he could got genuine wines nt half tho 
market rates.
